It is understood that
Bismarck favors such convocation, but insists that
the armistice must involve the impracticable basis
of peace. While the overtures of Great Britain
have not been unfavorably recelved at both Tours
and Versailles, the British government has small
hopes of success. There s a chance, but ouly a
chance, that the present effort may produce a sue-
pension of hostilities,

It is reported that the Emperor and Empress
agreed with the King and Bismarck upon the pro-
Ject of peace, which Includes the dlsmnnulnglor the
fortresses in eastern France, and Indemnity by

It is added that the solution depends absolutsly
on the acceptance by King William of tha condi-
tions introduced into the proposed arrangement by
the great powers, that the cession of Alsace must be
determined by its people.

ROOME OF THE DEMOCRATIC BEXECUTIVE RESIDENT
CoMMITTEE—W ASHINGTON, Oct. 21, 1870,—T'he Na-
tional Democratic Congressional Resldent Com.
